Nearly 6O Per Cent. Native. 


Chicago Journal: To the Editor— I 


heard the following statement from a 
pulpit on Sunday: "Fighty-seven per 
cent, of the population of Chicago is for- 
eign born." What is the fact in the 
case? Please inform us in your paper 
and oblige. Truly,

This is one of those falsehoods that 


will not down. According to the census 
of 1890 the population of Chicago was 
1, (09,850. Of these 640,184 were natives 
and only 450,666 were foreign born. Here 
it will be seen the native population is 
almost 60 per cent, of the whole. 


When it comes to males of voting age 


the proportion of native to foreign born 
is almost reversed — the figures in a total 
of 331,593 being 133409 native to 198,484 
foreign b-i-n. There is a further divi- 
sion of the natives into 71,948 white 
males of voting age of native parents 
and 55,330 of foreign parents. There is 
therefore absolutely no foundation for 
the assertion that the population of Chi- 
cago is 87 per cent foreign born. It is 
true, however, that 77 per cent of the 
voting population is foreign born or 
native of foreign parentage.

"The world shall yet decide. 
In truth's clear, far off light," 


That the South was in the right; that 
the cause was just; that the men who 
took up arms in her defense were patri- 
ots who had even better reason for what 
they did than had the men who fought 
at Concord, Lexington and Bunker Hill; 
and that her coercion, whatever good 
may have resulted or may hereafter re- 
sult 'rom it was an outrage on liberty. 
(Applause.) 


The spirits of the Confederate dead 
"glory crowned,'' hover ovei us, beckon- 
ing us on in the paths of patriotism and 
honor. Their example bids us to noblj 
live for the principles of state sover- 
eignty and homo rule, on which their 
government was wisely founded by our 
forefathers, without which no vast terri- 
tory like ours can possibly remain Dem- 
ocratic, departure from which is rapidly 
hurrying the country to a choice be- 
tween anarchy and imperialism, and re- 
turn to which is essential to the preser- 
vation of the republic. 


Following him Gen. Thomas L. Rosen 


had this to say: 


I despise the man who gives United 
States money to a pensioner. 
This 
country can't stand when it makes one 
citizen support another. J shall never 
vote for a congressman who is in tavor 
of government pensions. I would say to 
Massachusetts, you pay your pensioners 
as Virginia pays hers. 


We unveiled a monument to the 


freatest general who ever lived. To-day 
we unveil a monument to the greatest 
»ivate soldiers who ever lived, and in 
time we will unveil a monument to the 
president of the Confederacy. But we 
are mocked at in the north, and will live 
o see the Yankee army march again 
through the south and pull down our 
monuments. I don't know what sort of 
rtuffthe rising generation is made of, 
>ut if you and I are living there will be 
uoodehed when that is done. 
It may be, as our northern Democrats 
laim, that people who make such 
peeches and then that applaud them, 
are as loyal to the union aer the people 
who defended it,b,l?t it makes the average 
man's bead swim to attempt to imagine 
that such sentiments and patriotism are 
ynonymmia. It is equally as difficult to 
icliow that a plain patriotic speech that 
has any reference to the treason of the 
outh in it constitutes a waving of the 
"bloody shirt," and such speeches as 
Cave and Roaser made are harmless 
affairs and not subject to criticism.

AGAIKST AH OUTBREAK OF J1TWES. 


The Patties of the East and W[est—The 


King and the Progressives in Favor 


of the Civilization Typified 


by the American*. 


WASHINSTOS, June 2.—Tb» Corean 


legation in Washington received a ca- 
blegram yesterday from the king's pal- 
ace at Seonl stating that the rebels 
had gained possession of the southern 
provinces of the kingdom; that the 
lives of all foreigners were in danger 
and that the presence of a United 
States war ship at Chemnlpo to protect 
Americans was urgently requested. 


The officials of the legation imme- 
diately presented the facts to Secretary 
Gresham and explained that there were 
between 300 and 400 Americans in the 
four principal cities of Corea, and that 
the revolution was really directed 
against them. The people are divided 
into two political parties, the east and 
the west, the 
latter 
represent- 


ing the progressive element in fa- 
vor of western civilization as typi- 
fied 
by 
the' 
Americans. 
This 
party supports the king, who is 
friendly to the United States, while the 
opposition adhere to the eastern no- 
tions, and unless they are cheeked by 
some stronger power than the govern- 
ment seems able to exert it is consid- 
ered probable that many if not all the 
American residents will be murdered. 
The present outbreak is attributed to 
the fact that no American naval ves- 
sels have shown the nag in 'Corean 
•waters since the visit of the Alert, and 
that the natives have conceived the 
notion that the foreigners are unsup- 
ported. 


Secretary Gresham laid the matter 


before the president yesterday after- 
noon, but up to a late hour last night 
no action had been taken, the presi- 
dent deeming it advisable to await a 
report from Minister Sill on the sub- 
ject. 


Acting Secretary of the Xavy McAdoo 


was called into consultation, and stated 
that there was one ship available for 
use in the emergency, the Baltimore, 
now at Japan.

SBNATE. 


WASHINGTON. June 1.—The consideration of 


tariff bill In the senate to-day was confined to 
two long speeches on the question of repealing 
the bounty on sugar. The first of them was by 
Mr Henderson and the second by Mr. PeSer. 


Mr. Manderson spoke for three hours and a 
half—the core of his argument being that there 
was a moral obligation on congress to main- 
tain the bounty system established under the 
McKlnley act; that Its maintenance until 1905 
(when It Is to cease) will insure the home pro- 
duction of all sugar consumed In the United 
States, and thus keep here the 1300,000 000 a 
year which would otherwise be paid for sugar to 
foreign countries He gave notice of an amend- 
ment to continue In full force and effect until 
July 1,1005, the provision of law for the pay- 
meat of a bounty to sugar growers in the United 
States 


Mr. Peffer spoke for over three hours in op- 
position to the duty on sugar and In favor of 
the continuance of the bounty, arguing that 
the sugar duty was a direct tax on the poor 
man and that the poor man ought not to bo 
taxed on what he ents or what he wears, or on 
any of the necessaries of life After he closed 
his speech be got into an amusing control er,->v 
with Mr Hoar over some of the theories which 
he had brought forward 


Mr Hill s resolution for open sessions of the

AFTER THE FLOOD. 


Extest lotemgenee- fron the loondated 


Town of Fuebto, C»l. 


Pceuixx Col.» June S.—The flood has 


partly subsided, tbe water having fallen 
fifteen feet. A few streets are passa- 
ble for teams. The low ground is still 
under water, and it will be over a week 
before the water can be pumped out. 
The Fountain river has fallen two feet 
since''? o'clock yesterday morning, but 
as the approaches to tbe bridges are 
washed away, it is impossible to reach 
the east side. At 11:30 the coroner 
went to a point three miles below town, 
where two bodies are. 


The hist of missing reported so 


far numbers thirty-two, seventeen 
of whom have been accounted for. 
There are three bodies in the morgue, 
and the coroner has been notified of 
four more. 


The body of the Chinaman, Hop Kee, 


has not yet been recovered from tne 
cellar of his laundry. Mary ' Johnson 
and one child, colored, are reported 
drowned in the bole back of the 
castle, corner Front street and Santa 
Fe avenue. 


A man and boy were caught by the 


flood by the board of trade building 
and washed beyond the sidewalk. Two 
men on horseback were passing at the 
time, one threw a lasso and caught the 
boy. He is deaf and dumb. His name 
could not be learned. His companion 
went down in fifteen feet of water. 
Jose Ganos, an Italian, is reported lost. 


Mrs. Williams, the first woman re- 
ported missing, has not yet been found, 
A man was seen clinging to the roof of 
a house which was floating down the 
Fountain river last night. The house 
strnck the bank, ana the man was 
thrown off. The body has not yet 
been recovered. J. Vanderee and W. 
Burch, already reported missing, have 
not yet been found. Judge Burns re- 
ports his son Henry missing since 7 
o'clock Wednesday n\ght. 


It is believed that no bodies can be 


recovered until the sinkholes have been 
pumped out, and that the current of 
the river carried several bodies far down 
the-stream. The citizens' committee 
are gathering up clothes to help those 
in distress. There are nearly 30,000 peo- 
ple in this city who have not slept 
more than three hours in the last sev- 
enty-two hours. 


PRESIDENT M'BRIDE 


Says the Strikers Mast Obey tbe Law or 


Ixwe—A Strong Appeal—Threatened 
with Assassination. 


COLUMBUS, O., June 2.—Immediately 


upon his return here yesterday Presi- 
dent John McBride, of the United Mine 
Workers, issued a call for a meeting 
here next Tuesday of the miners' na- 
tional executive committee and the 
district presidents.' He said the situa- 
tion is unchanged, and the meeting 
was called only to determine the best 
policy now to be pursued. 


The superintendent of the Norfolk & 


Western railroad called upon President 
McBride yesterday afternoon and stated 
that he had reliable information to the 
effect that the miners^vere about to 
destroy property of thatToad in order 
to stop the shipment of West Virginia 
coal over it. President McBride as- 
sured him that nothing of 'the kind 
should be done if he could prevent it, 
and he at once telegraphed the local 
presidents at Coalton and Wellstou. 
O., advising them of the report and 
urging them to prevent any such ac- 
tion. 


"Stop this kind of work," said he. "or 


we are defeated." 


Yesterday afternoon a letter was re- 


ceived from Supt. Richardson of the 
state insane asylum here, stat ing that 
though the weather had been unusu- 
ally cold the past week, none of the 
rooms in the asylum had been heated 
because of lack of coal. The* patients 
were actually suffering. The case, he 
said, %vas serious, and he besought Prev 
ident McBride to use his influence in 
getting some coal for the institution 
from some source 


President McBride received an anon- 


ymous letter threatening to assassinate 
him. The writer claimed to be a strik- 
ing miner. He thought President Mc- 
Bride, by continuing the strike, was 
causing untold misery to no purpose. 
Unless he ended the strike in a week 
the writer would take it upon himself 
to kill him.

A Desperate Conflict Between Deputies 


and Strikers Imminent. 


Col., June 1.—A thousand 


deputy sheriffs will be enlisted by Sat- 
urday night to put down the greatly 
fortified army of miners on Bull HilL 
Regardless of the fact that Gov. Waite, 
as mediator, is unable to get ont of the 
eight-mile canyon by reason of the 
washout^, preparations < are steadily 
going on for what promises to be a des- 
perate conflict between the sheriffs 
forces and the striking miners. 


The Raven Gold Mining Co. took 


their case np to the United States court 
of appeals yesterday and telegrams 
have been sent to Judge Brewer in St. 
Louis to issue a temporary writ of in- 
junction pending the arguments in the 
case. A deputy marshal has been sent 
to Cripple Creek to serve upon Presi 
dent Calderwood, of the miners" union 
a citation to appear before the court o' 
appeals. 


The opinion prevails here that the 


miners have now gone so far that noth 
ing will cause them to lay down their 
arms but the preseno£-of Ihefedera 
troops or the surrender of the mine 
owners to all the conditions asked an< 
immunity from punishment for all par 
ticipants in the outrages* "perpetrated 
there flaring this trouble. 


Reports are coming in that silver 


miners are nocking into the camp from 
all over the state to aid the striking 
miners in their fight. Deputies are 
waiting in Colorado Springs, Pueblo 
and Canyon City for orders, while tbj 
camp at Divide maintains a warlike at- 
titude.

sist the sheriffs forces. 
An Appeal to tbe Governor for Military 
Support. 


WASHINGTON, Ind., June 2.—A mob 


of 1.000 striking miners from the mining 
camps of Davies county, has. gatherec 
at Cannelburg, nine miles east of this 
city, on the Baltimore & Ohio South- 
western road,_ determined to prevent 
the transportation of coal through this 
state from the Kentucky fields to the 
markets north" of here or from local 
mines to points outside of the state. 


Early yesterday morning a freight 


train reached Cannelburg bearing 
twenty-six loaded coal cars. A crowc 
of 300 miners who had been awaiting 
the arrival of the train obstructed the 
track and compelled the trainmen to 
sidetrack the coal. A few hours latet 
freight train No. 51 arrived with sis 
loaded coal cars, and those, too, were 
placed on tha siding by command oi 
the strikers. 


The railroad agent telegraphed to 


Supt. MeMahon, who, with Sherifl 
Leming and twenty deputies, pro- 
ceeded to Cannelburg on a special train 
from here. The miners laughed at this 
small body of men and denied the au- 
thority of the sheriff to order the re- 
lease of any of the cars except two, 
which were consigned to the company's 
shops at this place. They offered to 
let these go. Sheriff Leming returned 
to Washington and secured an injunc- 
tion from the court restraining the 
miners from interfering with the prop- 
erty of the ra ' -oa 1 company. When 
he got to Cann .burg with the order of 
the court the n.inc'» received him sul 
lenly and refuse 1 to allow him to read 
it, advising him to return to Washing1* 
ton. 


The sheriff reminded the leaders ot 


the governor's proclamation, issued n 
few days ago. and told them that if 
they persisted in, their refusal to permit 
the railroad company to run its trains 
he would call on the militia to enforce 
his authority. This had no effect upon 
the strikers, and* the sheriff with his 
deputies withdrew. 


During the afternoon news of the 


morning's events was spread through- 
out the mining districts of Davies 
county, and the strikers began to 
nour into Cannelburg from all di- 
rections. ' Last evening it was esti- 
mated that their force numbered 1,000 
men. The miners are orderly and say 
they will attempt no violence, but will 
prevent the railroad company from 
carrying any coal through here as long 
as it is within their power to do so. 


Sherifl Leming telegraphed Gov. Mat- 


thews last evening, advising him of the 
state of affairs at Cannelburg, and his 
inability to restore order there, and 
asking that the militia be railed oat to 
support him.
